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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The applicant argues that Hasherl does not teach "any attempt to synchronously update the replicas stored in 
remote sites" and also fails to teach "wherein the communication is unsuccessful for each node of a second subset of the other nodes" (see 
Remark Page 11, 1-2). 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicant attacks references individually in a rejection of combined teachings of Hasherl and Parham as 
recited in the rejection. One cannot show non-obviousness by attacking references individually where, as here the rejections are based on 
combination of references. In re Keller, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). As it is clearly pointed out in the body of the claim rejection, the 
limitations argued are addressed by the combined teachings of Hasherl and Parham (see the rejection). 

Note: If further prosecution on the merits of the instant application is pursued, applicant is strongly encouraged to further incorporate into 
the independent claims some patentably distinct functional limitation(s) or details in order to at least overcome the rejection as applied and 
perhaps advance prosecution..
